Anaesthetic Fee Wrongly Disallowed 


A fee claimed by an insurance practitioner for the 
administration of an anaesthetic was disallowed by the 
Panel Committee on the ground that the operation was 
considered by the committee to be outside the scope of 
medical benefit. The practitioner appealed to the Ministry 
of Health, and it was decided without the necessity of 
an oral hearing that the appeal should be allowed. The 
Panel Committee's observations are interesting, but it is 
dificult to understand why so extensive an argument 


should have been put forward in view of the express | 


provision of Clause 9 (7) of the Terms of Service, as 
follows : 

A practitioner is responsible for providing the services of 
another practitioner for the administration of an anaesthetic, 
where necessary, in connexion with any operation (other than 


an operation in respect of a confinement) which is of a kind | 


usually undertaken by a medical practitioner, and which the 


practitioner undertakes, whether under these Terms of Service | Alteration in Terms of Service 


or not, whenever such administration does not involve the 
application of special skill or experience of a degree or kind 
which general practitioners as a class cannot reasonably be 
expected to possess. 


The Panel Committee’s letter runs as follows: 


Form G.P. 19, signed by Dr. , stated, near the head of 
the form, that the operative service rendered was rendered as 
being within his obligation under the Terms of Service, 
whereas the Committee holds the opinion that the particular 
service—namely, appendicectomy—was not within his obliga- 
tion. if the Committee agreed that such an operation was 
within a practitioner’s obligation, it would necessarily 
follow that any insurance practitioner might be called 
upon to do the operation, or, alternatively, be called upon to 
provide the services of a practitioner skilled in the perform- 
ance thereof, and that is a position which the Committee 
desired to avoid. It follows that the reason for considering 
appendicectomy as outside the scope of benefit is that the 
operation involves the application of ‘‘ special skill and experi- 
ence of a degree or kind which general practitioners as a 
class cannot reasonably be expected to possess,’’ and it seemed 
to the Committee logical to conclude that Form G.P. 19 was 
not applicable in this case, because of the words on the form 


which are named in the second paragraph of this letter. The | 


Committee is aware that the revised Form G.P. 19 does not 
contain any reference to an operation being within the 
obligation, but many of the older Forms G.P. 19, in which 
these words occur, are still in use in this area, and Dr. 4 


s 
was one of them. The Committee consequently decided that 
an anaesthetic fee clairn did not lie against the Practitioners’ 


Fund, because it was associated with an operation believed 
to be outside the scope of benefit, whereas the Committee’s 
opinion is that an anaesthetic fee claim should be allowed 
only when anaesthetics are required for operations “‘ of a kind 
usually undertaken by a medical practitioner.’’ See’ First 
Schedule, Part I, Terms of Service, Clause 8 (1). The practi- 
tioner himself, in this case, performed the operation, and the 
Committee's opinion was that Form G.P. 45 was” more 
applicable, if it had been submitted within the time limit 
allowed. 


The Department, in communicating its*decision to the 
Panel Committee that the appeal should be allowed, 
drew attention to the provisions of Clause 9 (7), and 
especially to the words which appear in italics in the 


extract quoted above, adding that the practitioner was |. 


accordingly entitled to repayment from the Practitioners’ 
Fund of any fee paid by him to the anaesthetist, and that 
the suggestion that the operation performed by the insur- 
ance practitioner may have been outside the scope of his 
obligations was no ground on which payment of the fee 
could be questioned by the Panel Committee. 


_ Charging Fees to Insured Persons: 


Attention has been drawn in these notes to a proposed 
alteration in Clause 7 (3) of the Practitioners’ Terms of 
Service so as to provide that when a doctor in presenting 
an account or charging a fee to an insured person was 
under a genuine misapprehension the matter could be 
remedied whether or not the patient was on the doctor’s 
list at the date of treatment. In the event of the patient 
not being on the doctor’s list provision is made that, on 
the withdrawal of the doctor’s account or the repayment 


_ of any fees paid by the applicant, the practitioner will be 


credited with the’ payment to which he would have been 
entitled out of insurance funds if the applicant had been 
attended by him as a ‘‘ temporary resident,’’ and with 
payments calculated on the basis of the Drug Tariff in 
respect of any drugs and appliances supplied by the 
practitioner to the applicant. On the other hand, if the 
patient was on the doctor’s list at the time the doctor is, 
of course, not entitled to any fee for his services apart 
from the usual capitation payment for persons on his list. 
Attention has, however, been drawn to an apparent 
omission in the new draft of Clause 7 (3), as no payment 
to the doctor is provided for as regards drugs and appli- 
ances supplied in the case of a person on his list. As the 
doctor would clearly be out of pocket in respect of the 
drugs and appliances so supplied, steps are being taken 
to have this matter considered by the Insurance Acts 
Committee at its next meeting.

“ FAMILY DOCTORS ” 

Sir,—There will always be ‘' family doctors ’’ ; they 
are a pleasant, mollifying necessity. True, alas! that 
their sphere is much restricted, in the ways indicated by 
your two ‘‘G.P.’’ correspondents. But note that in all 
the instances named the doctor is more or less functioning. 
One has just the feeling, moreover, if it may be said 
without offence, that we are a little at fault in having 
let slip from our hands such matters as infant welfare, 
in which an efficient family doctor can speak with all the 
strength of long practical experience behind him to re- 
inforce his adoption of new methods as they arise. We 
have to accept the tempora mutantur element in the 
matter and adapt ourselves to things as they arise. 

But that the family doctor, to give him his proper 
title, will remain is unquestionable. He is, by and large, 
the profession, known personally to the common folk, 
their stay in the first instance whatever may arise. His 
business is the necessary work of first aid in diagnosis, 
which must come before treatment, and this must remain 
in his hands. There are even spheres of work in which 
he may be quite a specialist in himself, but that is 
another story. My point is that the family doctor may 
take heart of grace and feel that there is always room 
for him, and that he, more than any other, represents 
the profession in the eyes of the people.—I am, etc.,
